CHILDREN OF THE Crvy oF 
RALEIGH.—TLhis paper has consist- 
ently advocated the establishment of 
public schools in the county of Wake, 
especially in the city of Raleigh. The 
children havea grievance in this re- 
vard of which we may hear nothing 
now, but which will make itself 
kuown as **the whirligig of time 
brings about its revenges.”’ 

Wake is the metropolitan county 
of the State,and yet she does the least 
of all, in proportion to bor wealth 
and population, for the support of 
common sehools. And even where 
the schools are begun and taught, 
there is no money to pay the teach- 
ers, only scrip, Which is marketable 
only at a licavy discount, although 
the taxpayers have paid their taxes 
for this humanitarian purpose. Why 
is thisso? Because Republican offi- 
¢cials have been derelict in this im- 
portant duty and have proved un- 
faithful to the high trust. The Re- 
publicans hold every county office, 
which is elected on the general coun- 
ty ticket, and they have the entire 
management of county affairs. They, 
and they alone, are responsible for 
the shameful manner in which the 
educational interests of the county 
are neglected. :

The money has 
been collected for schools and more 
ean be obtained. Public sentiment 
should compel a speedy and fair ad- 
justment of the county school fund 
andthe inauguration of a system of 
public education which would reflect 
credit upon us as an enlightened and 
progressive people. In the name of 
the children we say to the citizens of 
Raleigh, give them the means of get- 
ting at leastthe elements of an educa- 


tion.

BUREAU OF IMMIGRATION.—The 
executive Committee of the Board of 
Immigration met at 11 o’clock a. m., 
on The meeting was 
called to order by Dz. W. H. Hower- 
ton, President. Present—Dr. Haw- 
kins, Col. Johnston, Prof. Kerr, Col. 
Little and W. J. Woodward, Corres- 
ponding Secretary. After the read- 
ing cf theminutes of thelast meeting, 
which were approved, the Committee 
entered into the preparation and ar- 
rangement of the details of the pro- 
posed pamphlet, to be issued at an 
early day by the Board, in the in- 
terests of immigration. On motion 
of Dr. Hawkins, it was ordered that 
an edition of the Geological map, 
prepared by Prof. Kerr, be published 
tor the use of the Bureau of Immigra- 
tion. At2 o’clock p. m., the meet- 
ing adjourned to meet at 33 o’clock 
p. m. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The meeting was called to order at 
33 0’cloeck p. m. 

Reports were read from several 
County Agents referring to the wants 
of each particular county in the way 
of immigration, &c. All these re- 
ports were very encouraging and sat- 
isfactory. As a specimen of these 
reports we subjoin one received from 
the agent of Catawba county, others 
Will be published from time to time. 

R. B. B. Houston, of Catawka 
county, reports that the people of his 
county tavor and desire immigra- 
tion; that one thousand immigrants 
are desired at once; that $8 to $lZ and 
board wages, per month, can be se- 


{| cured by tarm laborers; mechanies 


can do well, and women will be paid 
$4 to 510 per month and boaril. He 
states that women servants are in 
ereat demand. In regard to orders 
this Spring for farm laborers, he says: 
“ffive hundred hands could get em- 
ployinent this Spring and Summer. 
There area great many vacant houses 
here, where Whole families could settle 
and get plenty of work in the neigh- 
borhood.’’ In regard to land, he says: 
“Toan sellin this county twenty thou- 
sand acres at from $5 to S10 per acre, 
terms accommodating. The land 
well watered and timbered; some of it 
weil adapted for sheep raising and all 
of it tor farming. In the way of min- 
erals we have gold, iron in avundanee, 
and black lead and lime inexaustible. 
The soil is productive, In the lower 
part of the country we raise cotton ; 
in the middle and upper portions we 
have begun the cultivation of tobac- 
co, and it pays; inall parts corn, oats, 
potatoes, hay, rye, &c., &e. Our pop- 
ulation is German, &e.” All the 
agents heard from express a desire to 
see the work advanee, andare willing 
and ready to extend aid in whatever 
way itmay be possibie for them to 
vive it. Arrangements can be made 
with all the lines of railroads into 
North Carolina at a rate not exceed-— 
ingoneand a half cents per mile, 
baggage free.

‘*Let large land owners divide their 
immense tracts of land into small 
firms, and give away, er sell at low 
prices, alternate sections to perma- 
nent settlers from Europe and the 
North. If imdustrious emigrants 
c:n be located, and the population in- 
creased twenty-five per cent., the 
price of lands would be enhanced 
more than double the present value. 
This certainly would compensate 
land owners, if by giving away half 
they could secure good emigrants. 
The State Board of Immigration has 
an agent located at each county seat 
in the State, with a central office at 
Raleigh, Let planters snbseribe al- 
ternate sections of their landi to the 
society, and fix conditions, and ar- 
range so supplies can be furnished at 
reasonable rates for the first few 
months; with these inducements and 
the reduced rates of transportation, 
intelligent emigrants will settle 
among you permanently, be conten- 
ted and prosperous, and in a few 
years relieve you of the most terri- 

te evils yeu are now suffering from. 
All will be useless unless you offer 
the emigrants reasonable facilities for 
procuring permanent homes.

The former will 
have our gratitude while life lasts; the 
latter are affectionately request to go 
to hell. With these few remarks we 
take our leave of public life, and now 
propose to enter intoa field of more 
usefulness, and if God is willing we 
will never go into the newspaper

The report of the Michigan Rail- 
road Commissioner shows that that 
State is one of foremost in the coun 
try in the number and value of its 
railroads, in proportion to its popula- 
tion.
